Population. — ^The  estimated  figure  shews  13,370,  or  an 
increase  of  507  in  population  since  the  Census.  The  “natural 
increase  ”  during  the  year  was  67. 

Birth-Rate. — There  were  229  births,  giving  a  birth-rate 
of  17.1  per  1,000.  In  1924  the  respective  figures  were  246  and 
18.4  per  1,000. 

Death-Rate. — There  were  162  deaths  giving  a  death-rate 
of  12.1  per  1,000.  The  respective  figures  for  1924  were  151 
and  11.3  per  1,000, 
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A  detailed  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  is  given  in 
Table  IV.,  but  one  may  call  attention  to  the  commoner  causes, 
viz..  Heart  Disease  19,  Apoplexy  8,  Cancer  20,  Bronchitis  16, 
Violence  10. 

In  regard  to  Cancer  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  past 
few  years  is  as  follows  : — 1914,  13  ;  1915,  11  ;  1916,  20  ; 
1917,  13  ;  1918,  15  ;  1919,  11  ;  1920,  7  ;  1921,  15  ;  1922,  11  ; 
1923,  20  ;  1924,  25  ;  1925,  20. 

Infantile  Mortality. — 12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
were  registered,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  52  per 
1,000  births.  This  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  figures 
for  past  years.  These  can  be  noted  in  Table  II.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — The  District  obtains  its  supply  almost 
wholly  from  the  Council’s  Water  Works.  There  are,  however, 
a  number  of  houses  in  the  District  which  obtain  their  supplies 
from  private  wells.  Several  of  the  cottages  at  Longbridge 
have  continued  to  take  their  supply  of  drinking  water  from 
shallow  wells.  As  the  result  of  sampling,  four  of  these  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  domestic  purposes,  and  a  standpipe 
supplying  four  cottages  was  put  in. 

The  public  supply  is  derived  from  a  large  gathering 
ground  of  drift  gravel  at  Haseley,  in  the  Warwick  Rural 
District,  with  an  accessory  supply  of  probably  the  same  kind 
at  '  'The  Woodloes.” 

22  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  analysis.  In  some  instances  the  results  were 
not  quite  satisfactory,  and  the  investigations  mentioned  in 
the  Report  for  1924  were  continued.  Amongst  other  pre¬ 
cautions  taken  was  the  stopping  of  all  grazing  in  the  immedi¬ 
ate  vicinity  of  the  Collecting  Area.  The  result  has  so  far 
been  all  that  could  be  desired,  the  latest  samples  giving  a 
uniformly  satisfactory  result. 

During  the  year  the  water  consumption,  inclusive  of  that 
supplied  for  trade  purposes  amounted  to  much  the  same  as  in 
previous  years. 
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Drainage  and  Sewage  Treatment.— KW.  sewage  passes  by 
gravity  to  the  pumping  station,  which  is  situated  between  the 
River  Avon  and  the  Longbridge  Road  ;  from  thence  it  is 
pumped  up  to  the  Sewage  Farm  between  the  Hampton  and 
Longbridge  Road.  After  broad  irrigation  on  the  farm  it  is 
discharged  into  the  River  Avon.  The  effluent  has  not  been 
satisfactory  at  all  times,  and  I  would  urge  the  Committee 
responsible  to  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  sewago 
farm  is  primarily  in  existence  for  the  treatment  of  sewage,  and 
that  farming  is  a  secondary  consideration  ;  in  any  case  it 
would  appear  that  the  two  interests  are  not  difficult  to 
reconcile  at  most  times. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the 
Council  should  consider  the  installation  of  a  scheme  for  the 
bacteriological  treatment  of  sewage  ;  such  a  scheme,  if 
properly  carried  out  and  worked,  could  be  made  to  give 
regularly  a  very  pure  effluent,  and  would  only  occupy  a  small 
portion  of  ground  in  comparison  with  the  large  area  now  in 
occupation. 

Sewers. — During  the  past  year  complaints  were  received 
from  tenants  in  Coten  End  and  Guy  Street  of  their 
premises  becoming  flooded  from  the  Public  Sewers.  The 
flooding  would  appear  to  be  due  to  storm  water,  and  as  these 
districts  lie  at  the  lowest  point,  they  suffer  accordingly. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  instances  of  band  flushing 
are  still  in  excess  of  those  where  cistersns  are  fixed.  The 
Inspector  is  able  to  record  the  provision  of  5  flushing  cisterns 
and  the  repair  of  17  others.  There  are  about  a  dozen  trough 
closets  in  the  District  ;  these  are  a  continuous  source  of 
trouble.  During  the  past  5  years  46  flushing  cisterns  have 
been  provided  ;  the  process  would  appear  to  be  slow. 

Scavenging. — The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out 
at  weekly  intervals.  Complaints  have  again  been  received 
with  respect  to  the  removal  of  house  refuse  in  carts  without 
covers.  This  could  be  easily  remedied  by  the  provision  and 
use  of  covers  of  a  simple  type,  which  could  be  in  place  whilst 
the  dust  carts  are  passing  along  the  streets  to  the  tips. 

Some  of  the  moveable  receptacles  for  house  refuse  are  of 
the  poorest  description,  such  as  old  boxes  without  covers,  and 
saturated  with  filth.  The  only  sanitary  method  of  keeping 
house  refuse  until  removed  by  the  scavengers  is  in  galvanized 
ash-bins  with  covers.  Complaints  have  been  received  of 
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damage  to  dust-bins  caused  by  those  who  empty  them  ;  this 
is  due  in  most  cases  to  the  provision  of  one  large  and  unwieldy 
bin  for  several  houses  ;  a  smaller  one  for  each  house  would 
obviate  the  difficulty  to  a  great  extent. 

Two  tips  were  in  use  during  the  year  at  the  Mill  Field  and 
near  the  Cape  Site.  The  number  of  loads  of  refuse  removed 
during  the  year  amounted  to  4^331. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. — The  Table 
appended  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  gives  a  summary 
of  his  inspections,  and  in  his  Report  will  be  found  full  details 
on  this  matter,  as  well  as  on  the  premises  controlled  by  Bye¬ 
laws. 

Schools. — The  elementary  schools  of  the  town  have  been 
inspected  as  occasion  arose,  and  are  on  the  whole  in  a  fair 
sanitary  condition.  It  is  hoped  that  All  Saints’  School  will 
now  be  connected  up  to  the  Sewer  on  the  new  Housing  site  at 
Emscote,  this  will  eliminate  the  present  unsatisfactory  pail 
closets. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

{a)  Milk  Supply.- — The  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  Council,  The  Inspector  has  been  most  thorough 
in  his  sampling,  and  during  the  past  year  102  samples  of 
various  foods  have  been  taken  ;  the  major  proportion  of 
these  were  milk  samples.  Of  these,  five  samples  were  re¬ 
ported  to  be  of  poor  quality,  though  none  were  so  bad  as  to 
be  recommenced  for  prosecution.  It  may  be  taken  therefore, 
that  generally  speaking,  the  milk  supply  is  of  good  quality. 

During  the  past  year  two  firms  whose  establishments 
are  outside  the  Borough  applied  to  be  registered  as  Purveyors 
of  Milk  ;  this  milk  is  retailed  only  in  bottles.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  such  a  method  of  retailing  milk  has  great  advant¬ 
ages  to  the  purchaser,  and  if  the  milk  is  put  into  the  bottles 
directly  after  cooling  at  the  farm,  the  advantage  is  greater 
still.  It  will  be  obvious  that  the  glass  bottle  enables  the 
purchaser  to  judge  the  cleanliness  or  otherwise  of  the  milk, 
and  to  comment  on  this  to  the  vendor  if  necessary  with  a 
demonstration  ;  furthermore,  if  the  milk  is  allowed  to  stand, 
the  quality  can  be  judged  roughly  from  the  amount  of  cream, 
and  in  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that  the  total  available 
cream  in  a  consignment  is  much  more  likely  to  be  equally 
divided  if  the  milk  is  put  into  bottles  directly  after  production. 
The  Public  must  decide  as  to  the  general  adoption  of  the 
bottle  system  ;  if  they  ask  for  it,  they  will  get  it. 
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The  question  of  cleanliness  of  milk  is,  I  understand,  the 
subject  of  special  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  County  Agricul¬ 
tural  Committee  and  the  Farmers’  Union,  and  it  is  certainly 
only  by  educational  methods  that  the  best  conditions  can  be 
obtained.

There  were  no  refusals  to  register,  and  no  registrations 
were  revoked.  No  licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  under  special 
designations  were  granted. 

[b)  Meat. — Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  part  of  the 
Borough  within  which  the  Slaughterhouses  are  situate  is  a 
comparatively  small  area,  it  is  possible  to  inspect  meat  at  the 
time  of  slaughter  with  considerable  efficiency.  There  are 
nine  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  6  of  which  are  Registered. 

Many  of  the  Butchers  have  given  notice  of  regular  times 
for  slaughter,  but  apart  from  these,  notice  was  given  of 
irregular  times  of  slaughter  in  the  case  of  106  beasts,  51  sheep, 
17  calves,  and  124  pigs. 

There  have  been  several  cases  where  there  has  been 
difficulty  in  respect  to  Clause  (5)  (a)  of  the  Meat  Regulations 
relating  to  the  protection  of  food  in  shop  windows,  but 
generally  speaking  purveyors  of  food  have  been  willing  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations. 

Reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Inspector  will  shew  that 
the  large  quantity  of  2  tons  8  cwt.  of  food  was  condemned  and 
destroyed  during  the  past  year. 

The  disposal  of  condemned  food  is  subject  to  the  supervi¬ 
sion  of  the  Inspector,  and  is  carried  out  at  the  Destructor  in 
Leamington  Spa.

Smallpox.- — No  cases  occurred  during  the  past  year.  This 
is  a  source  of  congratulation,  as  there  have  been  cases  in 
Coventry,  and  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  Warwick  work  in 
that  City.  In  several  instances  notice  has  been  received  of 
contacts  having  come  into  the  town,  and  they  have  been  kept 
under  observation. 

The  most  disquieting  circumstance  is  the  neglect  of 
vaccination  ;  it  is  difficult  to  realise  that  this  simple  and 
comparatively  harmless  process  should  be  so  neglected. 

Having  regard  to  the  circumstances,  the  Joint  Hospital 
Board  has  made  arrangements  for  keeping  the  Smallpox 
Hospital  in  constant  readiness  for  opening  at  very  short 
notice. 

The  Borough  has  to  thank  the  efficient  work  of  the 
Authorities  in  whose  districts  Smallpox  has  occurred  for 
its  immunity  from  attack. 

Diphtheria.- — Nine  cases  were  notified  during  the  past 
year.  This  is  greater  than  the  average,  but  5  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  the  Infirmary,  accounting  for  the  increase.  All 
these  cases  occurred  in  the  one  children’s  ward,  and  were 
obviously  the  result  of  contact  with  the  original  case,  which 
had  a  highly  infectious  nasal  discharge.  4  cases  were  removed 
to  Hospital,  and  there  were  2  deaths. 

In  1921  there  was  a  similar  number  of  cases,  but  in  this 
year  the  cases  were  spread  throughout  the  town. 
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As  far  as  I  am  aware  the  Schick  Test  has  not  been  used 
in  the  town. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  can  be  obtained  by  Doctors  for  use 
in  case  of  poorer  patients  from  Messrs.  Mellor  &  Co.,  Market 
Place. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 25  cases  were  notified  ;  there  were  no 
deaths,  and  24  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  Of  these 
cases,  9  occurred  in  Pickard  Row,  and  would  appear  to  have 
been  direct  infections  ;  a  further  3  cases  occurred  in  Linen 
Street,  and  were  of  a  similar  nature.  The  rest  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

Of  the  past  five  years  1923  would  appear  to  stand  out. 
There  were  then  26  cases  ;  these  formed  part  of  a  general 
epidemic  throughout  the  County. 

I  have  no  record  of  the  Dick  Test  having  been  used. 

Enteric  Fever. — No  cases  occurred. 

In  1923  there  were  5  cases  of  the  Paratyphoid  type,  which 
were  part  of  a  considerable  epidemic  in  the  district  around. 

Puerperal  Fever. — 2  cases  occurred,  and  there  was  one 
death.  These  are  the  only  cases  notified  during  the  past  five 
years. 

Pneumonia. — 25  cases  were  notified,  with  8  deaths. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — 3  cases  were  notified,  and  there 
were  3  deaths. 

Public  Health  (Smallpox)  Regulations,  1917. — No  action 
was  taken  or  required.

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During  the  year  16  new  ca.ses  of  tuberculosis  were  notified, 
8  being  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  8  of  other 
tuberculous  diseases.

By  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  I  have  supplied  him  every  week  with  lists  of  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  notified,  and  the  County  Health  Visitor  has 
visited  and  given  advice  where  such  appeared  necessary. 

Disinfectants  and  sputum  bottles  are  supplied  free 
through  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  cases  where  they  are 
desirable.  After  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  or  after 
removal  of  such  patients  when  the  circumstances  require  it, 
disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Inspector,

realised,  of  course,  that  this  does  not  mean  that  the  disease

12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  years  of  age  were  registered 
during  the  year  as  belonging  to  the  Borough.  This  number 
is  equivalent  to  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  52  per  thousand 
births,  and  may  be  considered  satisfactory  when  compared 
with  the  figure  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  which 
in  1925  was  67.  To  the  excellent  work  of  the  County  Health 
-Visitors  much  of  this  must  be  ascribed. 

222  births  were  notified  under  the  Notification  of  Births 
Act  by  doctor,  nurse,  or  relative,  out  of  229  which  were 
registered  as  occurring  in  the  Borough.  Weekly  lists  of  births 
have  been  regularly  forwarded  by  me  to  the  County  Officials, 
and  a  large  number  of  infants  have  been  visited  by  the  County 
Health  Visitors.

(4)  Fever  and  Smallpox  :  Heathcote  Hospital,  within 
the  area  of  the  Borough  and  under  the  control  of  the  Warwick 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  has  continued  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  town  satisfactorily.  The  total  of  available  beds  at  this 
institution  is  70,  and  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  typhoid 
fever  can  be  treated  there.  The  Smallpox  Hospital,  under  the 
control  of  the  same  Board,  is  situated  at  Fosse  in  the  Southam 
Rural  District.  Sixteen  beds  are  available,  and  the  Hospital 
is  kept  in  constant  readiness,  but  no  case  was  admitted  during 
the  year. 

6.  Laboratory  Work.

8.  Public  Health  Staff. 

This  consists  of  a  Sanitary  Inspector  and  a  Surveyor, 
both  whole-time  officials.  The  supervision  of  sewers,  sewage 
disposal,  scavenging,  public  water  supply,  construction  of 
new  buildings,  etc.,  is  in  the  department  of  the  Surveyor. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  administers  the  Canal  Boats  and 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  duties. 
He  is  also  the  officer  designated  for  the  purpose  of  the  Housing 
(Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations. 

9.  Housing. 

76  houses  were  put  into  a  fair  state  of  repair  under  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  supervision  without  the  making  of 
closing  orders  ;  and  in  42  instances  the  required  repairs  had 
not  been  commenced  when  the  year  ended. 

Conditions  would  appear  to  be  much  the  same  in  respect 
to  the  cost  of  repairs,  etc.,  and  it  has  only  been  after  consider¬ 
able  pressure,  in  many  cases,  that  the  Inspector  has  been  able 
to  get  work  done. 

The  following  houses  have  been  closed  during  the  past 
year  : — 

Nos.  42,  44,  and  46,  St.  Nicholas  Church  Street. 

I.  General  Housing  Conditions. — (1)  Having  regard  to 
the  antiquity  of  the  Borough  of  Warwick,  it  would  be  antici¬ 
pated  that  many  of  the  houses,  though  very  picturesque, 
would  be  very  unsatisfactory  in  the  light  of  present-day 
standards  of  structure  and  sanitation  ;  it  may  also  be  added 
that  there  are  other  houses  which  are  neither  picturesque  nor 
sanitary. 

It  may  therefore  be  said  that  the  duty  of  the  Local 
Authority  is  obvious,  i.e.,  to  close  such  houses  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  but  like  many  other  obvious  remedies,  this 
one  is  difficult  to  apply  practically. 
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As  noted  later  the  Council  have  carried  out  very  consider¬ 
able  schemes,  much  more  considerable  than  most  towns  of  a 
similar  size,  but  still  very  few  of  the  unsatisfactory  houses 
have  been  closed.  The  answer  to  the  somewhat  difficult 
question,  viz.,  297  houses  built  and  only  some  30  to  40  closed, 
is  that  the  deficit  of  houses  has  been  accumulating  for  many 
years  and  even  at  the  present  time  one  has  difficulty  in 
visualising  as  a  probability  the  closure  of  many  houses  which 
it  is  desirable  to  deal  with.  If  this  question  is  looked  at  from 
a  rational  point  of  view,  one  is  bound  to  accept  the  fact  that 
even  an  imperfect  house  is  better  than  no  house  at  all,  or  on 
the  other  hand  grossly  overcrowded  rooms. 

The  ardent  reformer  would  say,  clear  away  all  the 
defective  houses,  but  in  dealing  with  a  practical  issue,  one 
must  accept  the  fact  that  further  accommodation  has  to  be 
found  somewhere,  and  that  such  accommodation  is  by  no 
means  obtainable  at  the  same  rental  as  is  being  paid  at  present 
for  the  houses  it  is  desired  to  clear  away. 

The  process  of  housing  improvement  is  bound  to  be  a 
gradual  one,  and  it  is  a  fact  that  the  tenant  displaced  from 
a  closed  house  is  not  usually  the  one  who  goes  into  a  newly 
erected  one  ;  in  other  words,  it  is  a  process  of  improvement 
through  the  complete  scale  of  tenants. 

It  will  be  realised  that  the  housing  situation  in  Warwick 
is  complicated  by  that  of  Leamington  and  Coventry,  the  latter 
has  for  many  years  been  unable  to  house  a  large  proportion  of 
its  workers,  and  as  its  trade  has  increased  largely,  many  of  the 
workers  have  had  to  find  accommodation  elsewhere  ;  on  the 
other  hand,  many  Warwick  residents  have  been  attracted  to 
work  in  Coventry,  but  cannot  find  houses  there.  The  Census 
of  1921  indicated  that  out  of  a  population  of  12,820,  there 
were  1,517  who  worked  elsewhere,  principally  in  Leamington 
and  Coventry. 

In  the  Housing  Survey  of  1919,  it  was  found  that  there 
were  101  houses  which  should  be  closed.  This  question  has 
still  in  great  parf  to  be  dealt  with,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
progressive  spirit  in  housing  matters  shewn  by  the  Council 
will  enable  us  to  dose  many  of  the  houses  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  past  five  years,  the  Council  has  developed  two 
sites,  viz.,  the  Hampton  Road  Site  with  66  houses  under  the 
Government  Housing  Scheme,  and  the  Cape  Site  where  142 
houses  have  been  erected  under  the  same  scheme.  Another 


site  known  as  the  Emscote  Site,  has  been  purchased  and 
developed,  and  on  this  the  Council  has  built  41  houses,  and 
sold  plots  of  land  for  the  erection  of  24-  houses  by  private 
enterprise,  assisted  by  the  Subsidy  granted  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment. 

In  all  297  houses  have  been  erected,  and  negotiations 
are  now  proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  another  site,  so  that 
progress  may  not  be  hindered  by  the  lack  of  land. 

(2)  Housing  Shortage. — It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the 
housing  shortage  in  the  town,  if  the  number  of  applications  for 
houses  is  any  indication,  the  shortage  is  still  acute.  Again,  if 
the  297  houses  already  erected  are  taken  into  account  against 
the  350  which  it  was  stated  were  required  in  1919,  and  if 
conditions  are  still  much  the  same,  there  is  now  an  adverse 
balance  of  approximately  50  houses.  It  has  been  found  in 
many  places  that  the  figures  of  1919  have  had  to  be  modified 
vigorously,  and  if  this  holds  in  Warwick,  then  the  Council 
have  gone  far  towards  discharging  their  obligations.  With 
the  further  housing  projects  foreshadowed,  it  may  be  said 
that  the  Council  have,  taking  into  account  the  various  difficul¬ 
ties  which  they  have  encountered,  been  most  progressive  and 
successful  in  their  endeavours  to  face  the  serious  problem  which 
presented  itself  to  them.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  late  Mr 
Alderman  Lloyd  Evans,  who  always  had  the  good  of  this 
ancient  borough  at  heart,  may  very  properly  be  mentioned 
here,  his  keenness  especially  in  the  early  days  after  the  War 
was  invaluable  to  the  cause  of  improvement  of  housing  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  Borough. 

II.  Overcrowding. — Conditions  of  overcrowding  are  still 
found  in  many  parts  of  the  Borough,  and  there  has  been 
considerable  difficulty  in  dealing  with  this  matter.  The 
special  trouble  has  been  due  largely  to  the  preponderance  of 
small  houses  with  only  two  bedrooms,  and  there  still  appears 
to  be  a  definite  need  for  more  houses  of  the  non-parlour  type 
with  three  bedrooms  especially  in  the  Emscote  district. 

Three  cases  of  overcrowding  were  taken  before  the 
Magistrates,  and  orders  made  for  the  reduction  of  the  number 
of  occupiers,  but  this  number  does  not  by  any  means  indicate 
the  number  that  could  have  been  so  dealt  with,  had  there  been 
any  prospect  of  other  accommodation. 
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III.  Fitness  of  Houses. — This  matter  has  been  more  or 
less  dealt  with  above,  but  reference  to  the  Report  of  1919  will 
shew  that  in  the  survey  of  that  year  it  was  found  that  101 
houses  should  be  closed,  and  a  further  182  were  seriously 
defective,  but  could  be  repaired.  The  conditions  as  regards 
the  latter  group  are  certainly  better  now,  but  there  still 
remains  much  to  be  done  when  the  housing  shortage  is  less 
acute. 

The  apportionment  of  blame  for  bad  conditions  as  be¬ 
tween  Owner  and  Tenant  is  a  somewhat  difficult  task,  but 
generally  speaking  it  is  mostly  laid  on  the  owner.  There  is  a 
large  amount  of  property  in  the  town  of  which  the  tenants 
may  and  do  say  that  it  needs  extensive  repairs  ;  on  the  other 
hand  the  owner,  having  regard  to  the  comparatively  large  sum 
of  money  involved,  asks  that  there  shall  be  some  reasonable 
chance  of  getting  the  money  back  in  rent,  often  a  slow  process. 
In  many  cases  we  cannot  give  an  assurance  that  the  property 
will  escape  early  condemnation,  and  therefore  we  cannot 
expect  a  large  expenditure. 

Undoubtedly  there  are  tenants  who  are  dirty  and  shift¬ 
less,  and  the  bad  condition  of  some  premises  is  due  to  them. 

Action  taken  for  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions 
is  set  out  in  the  following  Table,  and  also  in  Table  I.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  following  are  the  returns  from  the  three  Common  Lodging

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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

During  the  past  year  102  samples  of  various  foods  and  drugs  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination.  Three  samples 
of  milk  were  below  the  limit  in  solids  not  fat.  Five  samples  of  milk 
were  only  of  fair  quality,  while  five  samples  were  reported  as  being  of 
poor  quality.  Three  samples  of  milk  were  deficient  of  fat  to  the 
extent  of  16.5  "/o,  10%,  and  3%  respectively,  while  one  sample  was 
certified  as  containing  3.5%  of  added  water.  Six  samples  were  taken 
at  the  place  of  delivery.  In  one  case  the  deficiency  in  fat  appeared  to 
be  caused  by  the  improper  mixing  or  stirring  of  the  milk.  A  further 
sample  taken  before  the  round  was  started  was  certified  to  be  genuine. 
Two  other  samples  of  milk  purchased  from  a  small  dairy  were  10%  and 
3%  deficient  in  fat.  An  appeal  to  the  cow  sample  was  taken  when  it 
was  found  the  milk  was  of  very  poor  quality.  On  the  Public  Analyst’s 
suggestion,  this  Producer  was  ordered  to  be  warned  as  to  the  feeding 
of  his  cow.  Another  Purveyor  and  Producer  of  milk  was  warned  for 
selling  milk  which  contained  3.5%  of  added  water.  An  appeal  to  the 
cow  sample  was  taken,  and  found  to  be  of  good  quality.  The  Public 
Analyst  suggested  .this  Vendor  should  be  prosecuted,  but  the  Health 
Committee,  after  having  heard  the  explanation  of  Vendor,  decided 
not  to  take  legal  action,  but  to  warn  the  Vendor.  One  person  was 
reported  for  not  having  registered,  also  for  selling  milk  from  an  un¬ 
named  receptacle.  This  Vendor  was  cautioned. 

During  the  past  year  two  firms,  whose  establisliments  are  situated 
outside  the  Borough,  applied  to  be  registered  as  Purveyors  of  Milk. 
These  firms  retail  only  bottled  milk. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MILK  and  CREAM)  REGULATIONS,  1912  and 

1917. 

During  the  past  year  47  samples  of  milk  and  5  samples  of  cream 
were  analysed  under  the  Regulations.  Of  these,  3  samples  of  milk  were 
unsatisfactory  with  regard  to  dirt,  i.e.,  contained  more  than  2  parts 
of  dirt  per  100,000,  one  sample  containing  more  than  10  parts  of  dirt 
per  100,000.  The  samples  of  cream  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  a  Retailer  was  warned  for  failing  to  properly 
label  “Preserved  Cream”  when  being  sold  over  the  counter  of  his 
shop.

During  the  past  year  two  persons  discontinued  business,  their 
names  were  therefore  taken  off  the  register.  Four  applications  were 
received  for  registration,  while  in  two  instances  application  to  be 
registered  was  made  owing  to  transfer  of  business.  In  two  instances* 
registration  was  granted  subject  to  no  milk  being  stored  or  sold  from 
the  dwelling-houses.  In  these  cases  sheds  were  erected  at  the  rear 
of  the  premises.

One  cowshed  had  its  lighting,  ventilation,  floors  and  drainage 
repaired  and  improved.  Eight  cowsheds  were  whitewashed,  cleansed 
or  repaired.  One  person  was  warned  for  failing  to  apply  for  Registra¬ 
tion  within  the  time  specified  under  the  Regulations. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  from  a  Dairy  Farm.  These 
premises  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  notice  was  served  on 
the  Occupier  to  cleanse  the  premises. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  CONSOLIDATION  ACT,  1915. 

The  above  Act  came  into  operation  during  the  past  year,  as  well 
as  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  and  the  Public  Health  (Preservative, 
etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925,  will  come  into  force  in  the  near  future. 
Whilst  these  Acts  and  Orders  appear  to  be  an  advance  in  the  right 
direction,  they  tend  to  increase  the  Inspectors’  duties  considerably, 
and  it  is  clear  that  a  limit  must  ere  long  be  reached  to  duties  unless 
there  is  an  augmentation  of  staff  in  the  office. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

The  inspection  of  slaughterhouses  and  butchers’  premises  has  again 
been  carefully  carried  out.  Six  slaughterhouses,  after  service  of  notice, 
were  limewashed  or  repaired.  480  visits  and  inspections  to  butcher’s 
premises  were  made  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  three  Licensed  and  six  Registered 
slaughterhouses  on  the  Register.  The  use  of  one  registered  slaughter¬ 
house  has  been  discontinued  during  the  year.  The  Knackers’  Yard 
which  is  situate  near  the  Myton  Road  on  the  outskirts  of  the  District 
has  been  kept  in  a  very  fair  condition.  During  the  year  the  Council 
had  under  consideration  the  adoption  of  the  clause  for  enforcing 
"Humane  Killing,”  but  up  to  the  present  time  no  action  has  been 
taken.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

The  above  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  ist  day  of  April, 
1925,  and  are  designed  to  ensure  adequate  inspections  and  improve¬ 
ments  in  handling,  etc.  Clause  20  (5)  (a)  of  these  Regulations  pro¬ 
vides  that  reasonable  care  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  contamination  by 
flies,  and  to  prevent  mud  and  filth  being  deposited  on  the  meat.  The 
majority  of  butchers  and  grocers  have  windows,  but  there  are 
a  few  who  still  rely  on  the  open  window,  and  assert  that  the  Local 
Authority  have  no  power  to  enforce  glass  fronts,  though  this  may  be 
true,  it  is  certain  that  protecting  material  prevents  the  public  from 
seeing  the  goods,  and  the  only  practical  method  of  protection  is  the 
glass  front.  Under  these  Regulations  the  slaughter  of  food  animals 
have  to  be  notified  to  the  Local  Authority  at  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Office  not  less  than  three  hours  before  the  time  of  slaughtering,  unless 
the  butcher  has  declared  his  intention  to  slaughter  animals  at  fixed 
times  on  fixed  days.

SHOPS  ACTS. 

During  the  past  year  94  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  to 
various  shops.  Several  complaints  were  received  respecting  shops 
being  kept  open  after  the  regular  time  of  closing.  Warnings  were 
given  in  these  cases,  and  no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Four  supplies  of  well  water  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination.  These  samples  were  reported’ as  being  of  a 
suspicious  character,  and  unfit  for  use  for  domestic  purposes.  In  two 
cases  the  town  water  has  been  laid  on  to  standpipes  near  the  cottages 
and  in  the  other  cases  the  wells  have  been  opened  and  cleansed. 
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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

There  are  19  bakehouses  and  gi  workshops  on  the  Register.  Four 
new  workshops  have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  Thirteen 
notices  were  served  for  the  limewashing  of  bakehouses.  The  number 
of  visits  made  to  bakehouses  was  46,  and  to  workshops  and  factories 
140.  Separate  sanitary  accommodation  has  been  provided  at  one 
factory  for  use  by  the  female  workers.  Two  pedestal  water-closets 
have  been  fixed,  and  one  urinal  built. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  Etc.,  ACTS. 

During  the  year  166  houses  were  inspected.  In  118  defects  were 
found  to  exist.  The  most  serious  defects  were  dampness,  want  of 
damp-proof  courses  in  walls,  want  of  ventilation,  defective  yard  paving, 
etc.  Other  defects  found  to  exist  were  defective  water-closets,  wash¬ 
houses,  and  the  want  of  covered  receptacles  for  house  refuse.  As  in 
previous  years,  a  large  number  of  Owners  and  Agents  have  been  inter¬ 
viewed,  resulting  in  76  houses  being  put  into  a  fair  state  of  repair.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  42  notices  which  were  in  hand  or  not 
complied  with.  Three  closing  orders  were  made  by  the  Council  during 
the  past  year. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE,  Etc. 

The  smoke  and  water  test  has  been  applied  to  the  drainage  and 
fittings  of  31  properties,  comprising  63  houses.  The  defective  drains 
of  15  houses  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid  or  repaired.  Two  pro¬ 
perties  comprising  17  houses  have  been  intercepted  from  the  sewer 
in  roadway.  Thirty-two  choked  and  defective  water-closets  have  been 
cleansed  and  repaired.  Eorty-eight  choked  drains  have  been  cleared 
and  cleansed.  Seven  new  soil-pipes  and  two  ventilating  shafts  have 
been  fixed.  Eighteen  drains  have  been  ventilated.  Eive  new  pedestal 
water-closets  have  been  fixed. 

REERESHMENT  HOUSES. 

The  drainage  and  sanitary  accommodation  at  these  premises  have 
received  attention.  The  drains  passing  under  one  house  have  been 
taken  out  and  replaced  by  iron  drains  and  intercepted  from  sewer  in 
roadway.  Three  pedestal  water-closets  have  been  fixed,  and  one 
urinal  built. 

PICTURE  HOUSES. 

As  in  previous  years,  these  houses  have  been  inspected,  and  mund 
to  be  kept  in  a  fair  sanitary  condition.  The  ventilation  at  these  houses 
appear  rather  difficult  to  control  and  on  occasion  there  is  certainly 
room  for  improvement  either  by  a  mechanical  fan  or  otherwise. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT. 

During  the  past  year  further  attempts  have  been  made  to  reduce 
the  damage  done  by  these  pests.  A  large  number  of  complaints  have 
been  received  and  dealt  with.  During  "Rat  Week  ”  a  special  attempt 
was  made  to  reduce  their  number.  Forty-eight  premises,  including 
several  allotments,  have  been  dealt  with,  apparently  with  good  results. 
Advantage  has  been  taken  of  inspection  chambers  attached  to  drains 
and  sewers  for  the  placing  of  poisoned  baits  therein.  A  Statutory 
Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  and  occupier  of  some  pig-styes  for 
having  failed  to  comply  wuth  the  Acts.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889. 

During  the  past  year  36  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been 
notified.  Five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  from  the  Warwick 
Institution,  one  of  which  had  died  before  notification  was  received. 
Sixty-four  rooms  and  premises  were  sprayed  and  fumigated  after 
infectious  disease  or  other  causes.  Twenty-eight  lots  of  bedding 
were  steam  disinfected  or  destroyed.  One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was 
notified  from  a  dairy  farm.
